In a report submitted to Comptroller 
Taussig by E. W. Doty, representing the 
Somers Unit System of Realty Valua- 
tion, it is asserted that the owners of 
but two lots in the blocks between Pine 
street and Locust street, Broadway and 
Sixth street, are paying their proper 
share of taxes to the city. 

This assertion is founded on an assess. 
ment made by deputies In the oftice of 
Assessor Brinkop to ascertain the real 
value of the property. Twenty-eight 
parcéls of land in what is regarded as 
the most valuable area in St. Louis 
were appraised, and of these all but two 
are held to be inequitably taxed. 

The results of the appraisal, which ts 
taken to be correct, are tabulated as 
part of the report made to Comptroller 


For every $1.14 In taxes paid by the 
owner of the land at the corner of Sixth 
and Olive streets, the owner of the lot 
jat Sixth and Pine etreets pays but 76 
cents; while the gecond lot on the 
north side of Pine east of Sixth 
street yields but 62 cents, against 
every 72 cents paid as taxes on the lot 
at the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Pine street. 

In determining what is thought to be 
the true values of these several plots, 
the Assessor's figures, sypposed to rep- 
resent 50 per cent of their worth, were 
doubled. These products were then add- 
eG together and distributed over the en- 
tire block zy application of the Somers 
system.. This operation consisted in 
ascertaining the value of a unit foot in 
each block—that is, 
wide and 100 feet deep—and from that

MADRID, Sept. 30.—-It seems probable. that 


Julita Fons, the dainty comic opera star who ts 
crediteq with winning the smiles of King Al- 
phonso, will have to quit Spain for a time, for the 
good of Spain, the King and herself. 

Recently at a public meeting of strikers and 
at a public Socialist meeting the speakers boldly 
proc laimed against the injustice. of the King 
spending money on pretty actresses while the 
working people had not enough to eat, 

The Kine’s latest gift to Senorita’ Fons is a 
magnificent automobile. It is said that he 
bought the motor car in London during his visit 
this summer to England, to which country gos- 
sips say Julita went at the same time “incognito.” 
The Queen was with the King, and it is reported 
that she resented Julita’s presence in England. 

The King’s fondness for this actress ‘began 18 
months ago, and since then he has made her nu- 
merous gifts of superb pearls and some beautiful 
horses. An accomplished equestrienne, she is 
often to be seen finely mounted and attended by 
a groom riding in the grounds of the Casa de 


palace gardens which can only be entered by 
special permission given by the Intendente de 
Palacio. 

The Queen learned of Aitonsos “affaire” with 
Julita through being anénymously informed more 
than once that her royal spouse was having a 
jolly time in the ‘Prado Palace. This residence, 
about ten miles from the capital, is used as a kind 
of shooting lodge. It is the palace where the 
King’s late father, Alfonso XII, carried on many 
intrigues. It was once the -s¢ene of a violent 
episode in the life of the Queen Mother, Dona 
Maria Christina, and Alfonso XII, which resulted 
in her leaving Madrid with the intention of re- 
turning to Vienna, but she was detained on the 
frontier by the late King’s orders. : 

Determined to find out the truth of these com- 
munications, Queen Victoria, accompanied by one 
of her most devoteq ladies in waiting, drove to 
the Prado Palace at about 2°’o’clock one morning. 
After much difficulty and opposition she was ad- 
mitted, there to discover Alfonso supping in,com- 
pany with Julita and other satellites of the lyric 
stage, who were accompanied by scions of the 
nobility, intimate friends of the King. The 
Queen, who at that time was delicate, fainted and 
afterwarq was_ill in consequence of the shock. 

The Marquis of: Viana, who accompanied Al- 
fonso to.London recently and was hurt while 
playing polo at Eaton Hall, is the inseparable 
companion ahd confidant of the King. The Queen 
cannot tolerate him, and the Marchioness, a yery 
hsautiful woman and a recognized leader of 
Madrid society,” who used to be frequently at 
court, is now never seen there except at state 
balls and other official ceremonies which her 
rank entitles her to attend.

Bridge and Coal Arbitraries Are 
Under Investigation by 
Experts. 








ARBITRATION THE METHOD 
Former Mayor Wells Is Opti- 
mistic About Success of 
Plan. 





An exhaustive investigation of the 
bridge arbitrary in all of its ramifi- 
cations and effects on St. Louis traf- 
fic and industries is being made by 
the traffic commissioner of the Busi- 
ness Men's League. 

It is the intention of the league to 
make this report the basis of a de- 
mand upon the railroads for the ad- 
justment of passenger and freight 
rates which discriminate against St. 
Louis. 

Special attention will be given to 
the 20-cent arbitrary on coal and the 
25-cent passenger arbitrary, The re- 
port, it is said, wijl suggest at least 
the reduction of.the coal arbitrary 
from 20 cents a ton to 10-cents. 

President Rolla Wells, former 
Mayor of S8t. Louis, whose municipal 
bridge and terminals commission ob- 
tained concessions from the roads 
several years ago, believes much good 
will come of the investigation, which 
the league has been prosecuting for 
almost a year. 


Wells Is Optimistic. 
“When I assumed the office of 


president of the league,” he said, “I 
determineq to find out the facts 
about rate discriminations. We have 
a traffic department in the league, 
with experts, and the league deemed 
it advisable to learn through them 
whether St. Louis is getting a square 
‘deal on rates. 

“Once we get a report, it is the 
intention of the league to urge per- 
manent settlements of rates and dif- 
ferentials, if anything is found that 
works a hardship on this city. The 
league is composed of men ihfluential 
enough to.get a hearing from the 
-roads if anything is found to be un-

f the officials of the Buffalo & Susquehanna Railroad rushed relief trains 
ire at once and other trains are on their way from Buffalo. The rail- 
ad officials telephoned for all physicians within a radius of 45 miles and 
pekly trains and scores of automobiles were speeding hither. 
But the trains could not get within six miles of the town, as the 
* had been washed away and great holes cut in the mountain side. It 
as nearly dark before the relief parties got within that distance, only to 
scover that the rest of the journey must be made on foot or by auto- 
obile along the dangerous hilly roads. 
‘The rescuers pushed on in the darkness, wading often in mud knee 
ép.and through forests heavy with underbrush. The town was approach: 
Je over this route on one side only. As it was dark when the rescuers 
it was impossible to approximate the number of dead, and there 
is no means of communication with the other side of the valley or for 
m to learn how many had eécaped to the hillside.

In the minute’s grace given by 
the warning, scores of girls jumped from the windows and escaped. 

The first onrush of the flood lifted the roof off the mill and swept it 
high on the hillside» Almost at the same moment fire seemed to burst out 
in a dozen places in the big structure. 


More Than Fifty Girls Burn .to Death. 


Rescuers who forced their way into the still.burning ruins of the mill 
carried out the bodies of more than 50 girls. They were taken up the hill 
and laid on the mill roof, which thus became a morgue. The Galeton Hos- 
pital and the school building are filled with the injured tonight and farm 
houses for miles around have been turned into temporary hospitals. 

The rescuers saw two thieves, who were caught plundering the dead, 
meet a frightful fate. A dozen frenzied men fell upon the thieves and 
kicked them to death. 

It develope: that the gas which caught fire and destroyed all that had 
survived the flood did nct. come from the broken and twisted pipes. Austin 
is piped for natural gas and the great force of the flood tote the mains from 
the street. One of the largest pipes in town burst in the base section,! in- 
stantly the gas rushed out and took fire. There was no explosions, but the 
flames leaped to a height of 20 feet or more and, blown by a strong wind, 
set the nearest house afire. 

In 10 minutes 10 other gas pipes had burst and were pouring flames 
into the air. Men rushed forward in the hope of lending some aid, were 
overcome by the gas fumes and fell; 
Were incinerated. The street — a glowing furnace. How many per- 
ished is not known. One estimate places the number at a score. 

Austin has but little protection from a fite at best, with no one near to 
man the apparatus, the flames swept on unchecked’ rapidly. They jumped 
from house to house, they leaped streets and alleys and, fed by the contin- 
uous flow of gas, they licked up what the water had left. 

Many persons, crushed and helpless in the wrecks of buildings only partly 
destroyed by the water, were consumed in the flames. The@r shrieks could 
be heard by helpless ones, who roused from their paralysis, tried to save a 
life here and there. 

But they were driven back by the deadly fumes or the heat and, half 
an hour after the flood had passed, * stood on the hillside, able only to 
bemoan the fate of their friends. 

Women and children were among the wounded and dying, but among 
the scores of men who might at other times have braved death to save the 
lives of the unfortunate there was none to dare. 

The shops of the Buffalo & Susquehanna Railroad were located below 
the business section; on the banks of Freeman Run, and were more sub- 
stantial than most of the houses which had been swept away by the flood. 
When the great mass of crushed and broken timbers came crushing down 
they lodged against the shops. 

The impact was so great that the buildings shivered and the walls were 
crushed in. But the frame wood stood and formed a barrier against which 
the flotsam and jutsam of the flood found lodgment, 


Men Caught at Their Machin es. 


Here as elsewhere the natural gas pipes bursted. The shops were run- 
ning. Men were caught before they could leave their machines. Some of 
them were crushed to devth, but. others, less lucky, were pinned down and 
met g most horrible death in the flames. ~ 

Nearby was the plant of the Standard Lumber Co. It had in a large 
stock of stovewood ready for shipment. It was fine fuel, and when the pipes 
burst there and the burning gas broke through the building it was soon 
destroyed. There, too, debris had piled high, and luckless ones who had 
been swept downstream, met death, 

For hours the machine shops and the lumber plant burned. How many 
died in them will never be known, but counting the employes of the plants 
and the persons in the flood, it will not fall short of 200. 

Maddened by the sights about him, one man with tears streaming down 
his cheeks shouted for volunteers to save the lives of men whose cries for 
help were gradually growing fainter. 

The wreck of the Austin Hardware Co. had been swept from its loca- 
tion in Main street to the lumber mill. Here were buckets in abundance 
and there was the little stream, still swollen, although the force of the 
flood had passed. Seizing a bucket, this unknown hero dashed into the 
stream, filled it with water and, calling for help, ran toward a point where 
it appeared one man might be saved. 

Others followed his example, but to no purpose. Gas and heat com- 
bined to drive them back, and they eventually gave up the battle. 

But the blazing pilé continued to burn through the night, the most 
conspicuous and most deadly spot in this valley of death. 

Gradually the cries for help and the groans of dying men grew fainter, 
and when the great mass of debris and the remnants of burning buildings 
had become nothng more than a huge pile of glowing coals, the agonizing 
sounds ceased, and that chapter of this terrible tragedy was closed. 

Over at the paper mill, the great factory where so many of the people 
of the town had found employment, the situation was little better. )- 
though not s0 many persons were killed, some of them were crushed beyond 
recognition when a part of the factory went down before the water. 

'. Tt, too, caught fire and the scenes to which the half-paralzed people 
were rapidly becoming accustomed were re-enacted.

The 
sheet of water started, a ‘solid wave nearly fifty feet deep and one hundred 
feet wide, rushing irresistibly down the narrow valley. 


Ran in Front of Flood. 


‘‘I was working in my barn. A little girl living nearby shouted to me 
that the dam had burst. I knew in a flash what it meant. Ever since 
the trouble with the dams nearly two years ago we lived in fear. 

‘*I ran into the street and saw that it was a race for life. One woman 
in the next house heard me crying ‘Run for your lives,’ and followed after

‘‘The water wasn’t six feet behind when I reached the hiil. Behind 
me, so near behind that I wasn’t sure of safety until I stumbled panting up 
the steep bank, swept parts of houses, barns and uprooted trees.

Rushes to Warn Town by Telephone. 

“The sound was deafening. But I had little time for that. There 
was a house close by, and [ rushed to the telephone and called the’ central 
in Austin. She did not have much time to telephone the alarm, but I 
think she did her best. I guess she is dead. I have not heard anything 
about her since. 

“I came down to Austin as soon as possible, but it was an awful 
sight. The water had torn through the place, taking all the principal 
buildings and crushing houses like egg shells.

about 25,000. The city is in an irregu- 
lar and narrow valley formed by Stony 
Creek and the Conemaugh river. 

Heavy rains caused the dam across 
the South Fork, a branch of the Cone- 
maugh river, to break. The dam is 12 
miles east of town, 18 miles by the 
river, and when it broke the water of 
Conemaugh lake was released and 
rushed down through the valley. This 
lake is 2% by 1% miles, and at the time 
of the disaster the water was 100 feet 
deep in some parts of it. 

Men on horseback galloped down the 
road shouting to everyone to flee for 
their lives. The horsemen had only 12 
miles to ride by road, while the water 
at the start followed the river’s crooked | 
course.

TRIPOLI TROOPS 
NOT TO FIRE FIRST 


Foreigners in Beleaguered 
City Take Refuge With 
Goods in Consulates. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 
Tripoli, filed yesterday and labeled ‘‘de- 
layed in transmission,’’ continue to ar- 
rive in London this evening. None de- 
scribes évents after the Itallan landing. 
The latest message refers to happenings 
at 6 o'clock, at which hour the Italian 
fleet apparently was not in possession 
of the city. 

The message ends as follows: 

“The Governor-General of Tripol!l has 
issued an order to his troops not to open 
fire first when the Itallans approach. 
At 5 o'Glock it ‘was stated that Benghazi 
and Derna had decided not to oppose 
the landing of the Italians. 

‘Two destroyers, the Garibaldi and 
Lancier, landed Officers shortly after 
noon. Both visited the Italian Consul- 
General and.the latter subsequently vis- 
ited his British colleague and asked 
leave for the few remaining Italians to 
find refuge on a vessel in the harbor. 
This request was granted, 

‘The Italian Consul-General then in- 
formed all the consular corps fhat he 
had received notive that if Turkey did 
not concede Italy’s demands, hostilities 
would commence at 2 v’clock. The con- 
suls of the different countries, acting 
at once upon this advice, ordered all 
their subjects to take refuge in their re· 
spective consulates. This announce- 
ment caused a great panic. 

“Men, women and children rushed 
along the streets in great Confusion, car- 
rying all of their personal belongings 
on which they could lay hvla in the 
brief time at their disposal."

“The wholesale price of green tea 
has increased 7 cents a pound in the 
last two months,,and it is expected 
to go much higher soon. The ‘retail 
price of tea has not yet been affeot- 
ed to any extent because most grocers 
have a large supply on hand, which 
was bought at a lower price. 

Rice hag: gone up 1 cent a pound, 
wholesale, in a month. Where it re-: 
tailed at 3 pounds for 25 cents a 
month ago, it now sells for 10 eents 
a pound. 

Sugar now selis 18 pounds for $1. 
Bofore the Sugar Trust began to raise 
the price by almost daily jumps, July 
6,-most grocerg s0ld 18 pounds for $1. 

Canned peas and tomatoes have ad- 
vanced 2% cents a can. The brands 
that formerly sold for 10 cents a can 
now retail for 12% cents. 

Brooms Advance in Price. 

Brooms have advanced in price in 
all grades. The broom that retailed a 
month ago at 35 cents now brings 45 
cents. That is a cheap grade of light- 
weight broom. Another advance of $1 
a dozen, wholesale, is announced for 
tomorrow. It is predicted by dealers 
that within a few days a fairly good 
broom that sold for 50 cents a month 
ago will cost the housewife 75 cents. 

Dried apples are the one bright 
spot in the price Ust. The large apple 
crop has-.caused a decided decline ‘n, 
the price of the dried fruit. Dried 
apples, which until recently retailed | 
at 20 cents a pound, can now be 
bought for 10 oents to 12 cents @ 
pound, 

Trust Advances Coffee. 

The cheaper grades of coffee, 
known as Rio No. 7, have advanced 
from 12% cents @ pound retail to 26 
cents a pound’*in two years. This is 
not caused by the added cost of roast- 
ing or by the shortage of the odffee 
crop. It is a matter of general trade 
knowledge that it is caused by the 
formation of a gigantic trust, in 
which a few American and foreign 
millionaires. are interested, aided by 
the Government of Brazil, where the 
largest part of the world’s supply of 
coffee is raised. The millionaires 
furnished the money to enable Brazil 
to dam up the supply of coffee and 
hold it until the higher price is 
reached. J. P. Morgan & Co., the Nd- 
tional City Bank and the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York furnished 
$10,000,000 of this money. 

Herman Sielcken of New York rep- 
resents this coterie of capitalists on 
a committee .of seven, which over 
sees the sale of all of the coffee al- 
lowed to be shipped out of Brazil un- 
der the contract attachéd to the loan 
of millions. Thus trust was formed 
in 1908, after the Government of Bra- 
zil had spent millions of dollars buy- 
ing up the coffee crop in that country 
and storing it to control the supply. 


How Sugar Trust Works. . 

Since 1908 several millions of bags of 
coffee have beer placed in Brasilian 
storehouses and withheld from the mar- 
ket, under agreement. So, while there 
has been @ large increase in the supply, 
the price has been more than doubled. 

July 6, when the sugar refineries be- 
gan to raise prices, the Sugar Trust 
had 300,000 barrels of sugar in ware-. 
houses. It was manufacturing sugur 
at the rate of 40,000 barrels a day from 
cane. The sugar it had on hand 2:4 
that from which the present supply is 
drawn was cane sugar purchased at nor- 
mal prices. : 

The beet sugar crop does not reacn 
the market until about the middle of 
October. When it was announced that 
| the beet crop was short, the Sugar ‘rust 
immediately announced a rise in «the 
price of sugar. ‘ | 

The Law on Green Tea. 

Rice and canned tomatoes and 
peas have increased in price because 
of a shortage in those crops. 

A recent law passed by Congress 
prohibits the importation of colored 
teas. All green tea. is artificially 
colored. Its natural color is grayish 
brown. 

Nearly all of the green tea comes 
from China. The raisers of tea there 
disregarded the United States impor-

As s00n as fhe big manufacturers saw 
that the late crop was about to fail, 
they jumped into the broomcorn sec- 
tions and began to buy all in sight. 
They practically purchased the entire 
supply before the jobbers started out to

Members of the Kreismanan faction of

NHW ORLEANS, Sept. 830.—A sug- 
gestion to Annie Crawford today that

“T am *not crazy,” she satd. “It I 
committed any crime, which I deny, 
I did so in the full-possession of my 
faculties. My so-called confession 
can’t hurt me. I merély admitted the 
truth—that I had poisoned my sister 
Elsie throtgh a terrible blunder.” 

Prisoner Hates the World. 

Hate is the dominating emotion of 
Annie Crawford, hatred of the sister 
with whose death she is charged, and 
of the trio whom she is suspected of 
having poisoned. also hatred of, the 
whole world. 

Her “confession,” which is merely 
an admission that she administ 
poison to her sister Elsie last Satur- 
day by mistake, did not come as the 
result of a “breakdown” or nervous 
reaction. It leaped to her lips in an 
impulse. District Attorney st. Clair 
Adams had grown weary of grilling 
Miss Crawford and had gone home 
for a few hours’ sleep. The prisoner 
was not sent from his office to the 
parish prison, where prisoners 
charged with serious offences are 
held, but was placed in a precinct 
station near there. She had been ar- 
rested the previous midnight. After 
two hours’ questioning, under which 
she did not flinch, although it de- 
veloped afterwards that she had 
lied skillfully, Adams charged her 
with the murder of HDisie and she was 
taken to prison. 

At 11 o’clock the next morning she 
was questioned again. Five hours 
brought to light. nothing which 
coul4 have incriminated her. Then 
Adams weft home. -He was asleep 
when aroused by a telephone message 
telling him of Annie’sy.admission. 

Tells of; Po‘sontag as Mistake. 

In order that she might have the 
companionship of her sex, a proba- 
tion officer, Konelle, was placed 
in the precinct station cell with her.

Annie Crawford is 28 years old. She 
weighs about 110, She is homely but 
magnetic. .The prison force was 
prejudiced against her because of the 
appalling crime charged to her, but 
in three days she has won over all 
of the keepers who have come in. con- 
tact with her. / 

‘T had nothing to de with the 
death of my mother, my father—he 
was not my father, in fact, but my 
stepfather—or my little sister Mary 
Agnes,” said Annie, with perfect 
calm replying to a question. “I gave 
Elsie morphine, but it was by mis- 
take.”

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind, Sept. 30.—Gov. 
Thomas R. Marshall's political lieuten- 
ants here are convinced now that labor 
leaders intend to use him as a “horrible 
example’ because he honored a requisi- 
tion for the person of J. J. McNamara, 
secretary-treasurer of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron’ Workers Union, to Los 


plicity in plots to dynamite the Los 
Angeles Times and other buildings. 

In spite of the efforts of the Gover- 
nor’s followers the State Federation of 
Labor in convention this week called 
upon all citizens ‘‘to disavow any con- 
nection with any movement or effort 
to continue him in office or to satisfy 
his ambition or aspirations for other or 
higher honors.”’ 

Gov. Mafshall, it is recalled here, had 
the active support of the labor unions 
during his candidacy in 1908.. Union 
men, regardless of politics, wore “Tom 
Marshall for Me” buttons. Up to the 
date he attached his signature to the 
requisition for McNamara and issued a 
warrant, which was used by William J. 
Burns and his operatives, Indiana labor 
leaders were almost fulsome in their 
praise of the Governor. 

He aided the labor men in obtaining’ 
legislation they desired and he recog- 
nized them in the distribution of patron- 
age as no.other governor has done in 
Indiana in recent years; but the Fed- 
eration has become his open enemy and 
will, it is understood, not only oppose 
the election of stanch Marshall men 
delegates from Indiana, but will . 
tempt to kill his boom in other states. 

Indiana Democratic leaders who are 
trying to enlist support in other states 
for the governor’s presidential. candi- 
dacy insist that the attack on him by 
the labor federation is unjust and un- 
warranted and that the charges are not 
sustained by facts. Yet they admit that 
they are alarmed lest the party work- 
ers throughout the country shall be 
frightened away from him because of 
labor’s attitud There are some party 
leaders here ftiendly to the governor 
who confess to the opinion that the hos- 
tility of the labor unions has killed 
whatever chances he had to land the 
presidential nomination.

HUS far in the recital of Bogroff’s 
J story his friends and his foes are 
agreed upon the salient 

From then on they divide. His enemies 
say that he played into the hands of 
the police by exposing to them hig com- 
rades, whose confidences he had gained 
for that purpose. This many of those 
he knew in the student body-- disap- 
peared. Those who attack Bogroff say 
his arrests were merely blinds intended 
only to deceive his associates into think- 
ing he, too, was incurring danger. 
But those who believe that Bogroff 
died as he lived—true to the cause 
of liberty which he thought he was 
serving in bringing about the death 
of Stolypin—say that these reports 
are black libel upon his name. They 
declare that those of his comrades 
who were seized by the police had 
betrayed themselves. by some mis- 
take—that Bogroff had been arrest- 
ed 12 or 16 times; that on each oc- 
casion it wag increasingly difficult 
for him to obtain his freedom, and 
that it was at such moments his 
pretended connection with the police 
stood him in. good stead. 

But that the seeds of suspicion 
the revolutionists is shown by the 
fact that on Aug. 31 he had been 
summoned to St. Petersburg by the | 
“Fighting Section of the North.” His 
faith had been questioned and that, 
he was called upon to prove its pur- 
ity. The proof or death, they said, 
and Bogroff must have smiled since 
he knew that proof was death. He 
knew, too, that when the revolution- 
jsts pronounce death upon a man he 
cannot escape, no matter what quar- 
ter of the world he seeks haven. To 
his mind there must have come the 
thought of Azoff who was aided in 
his flight from Russia by the secret 
police and who dropped out of sight 
for months only to reappear as the 
victim of an assassin’s knife at Wies- 
baden. Azoff had been a terrorist 
among terrorists and a spy among 
the spies, until both sides proved he 
had been. unfaithful to them and he 
had to flee. What help he got in his 
flight from the police was less be- 
cause they loved him than that they 
feared him. | 

So Bogroff accepted the test, He 
was told that Stolypin had been se- 
lected “for removal’ and that the 
opportunity to be seized upon was the 
Czar’s visit to Kieff a few days 
thereafter, when a memorial to his 
father, Alexander II, was to be un- 


veiled,

BH returned to his native place and 
went at once te Col’ Kuliabko, 
chief of the secret police, ‘and 

with whom he had had dealings, and 
to him. told of the plot to assassinate 
the premier. He unfolded it in all its 
details save only one—he neglected to 
say that his hand. was the one to pull 
the trigger. 

This information, in connection with 
other material in:the possession of Col. 
Kullabko, persuaded the latter that two 
terrorists, one a woman, Nina Aléxan- 
drovna, were selected for the deed. 
These two were known to his ally, Bog- 
roftf, so who better than he could pro- 
tect not only the minister, but his au- 
gust master as well. 

It is evident from the testimony of 
witnesses” who can be relied upon that 
Bogroff contemplated a greater victim 
after he had obtained entrance to the 
theater. Why stop at Stolypin; why not 
kill Nicholas? He asked himself if his 
actions spoke truly; for he was observed 
to look long at ‘the royal box and in the 
first entr’acte to leave the theater and 
inspect the private exit of the box as 

if hoping to gain access to those within 
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assassination he had been a OH to ex- 
pect. 
That Bogroff disdained to avail him- 
self of any pretext to prolong his life 
is shown by his action when at the in- 
quest the day following the /shooting, 
Count Polocky was unable to identify 
him positively as the assagsin. 

“I’m the man who shot him,” Bog- 
roff exclaimed. “Have no fear of mis- 
takes. I do not deny it.” He refused 
the aid of counsel throughout.

 Ctireuit Attorney Jones- announced 
that C. Orrick Bishop had been ap- 
pointed special prosecutor to help in 
the case. Bishop was former Gov. 
Joseph W. Folk’s chief assistant. 
Folk said, after a conference with 
the Circuit Attorney, that he could 
not try the case himself, as a press vf 
private business demanded his at- 
tention elsewhere.

The speci- 
fic charge against Wainwright is that 
he signed notes by which $135,000 was 
obtained for the purpose of bribery.

Mother of Chicago Dentist’s Mis- 
sing Wife to Look at Body 
Found in Ravine. 








No Clothing on Victim of Knife 
Hidden in the Woods 
Near Dixon, It.

DIXON, IIL, Sept. 30.—Mrs. Agnes 
Kent, mother of Bessie King Webster, 
the missing wife of a Chicago dentist, 
was expected here today to look at the 
unidentiiieu nude body of a young wom- 
an found in a ravine in the woods near 


here with a wound in the neck which 
indicated that she had been murdered. 

The body, covered with leaves, lying 
face downward and partially hidden 
under the roots of -a tree, was discov- 
ered on the farm. of Matt Schorr, about 
four miles north of here, by-Mr. and 
Mrs. William Meyers, who were In the 
woods hunting nuts. The condition of 
the body indicated that the woman had 
been dead about two weeks. 

Two Gold-Crowned Teeth. 

Death was caused by a stab in the 
‘neck which had cut the jugular vein. 
The only clew the police have to the 
identity of the body is in two goiu- 
crowned teeth on the left side of the 
upper jaw, the other vatadoal being in ex- 
cellent condition. 
Similarity between the picture of Mrs. 
Bessie Webster and the features of the 
dead woman were noted by the offi- 
cials, but word was received here that 
Police Captain Baer of Chicago, after 
talking with Mr. Kent and Mr. Webster, 
said he diu not believe the body was 
that of Mrs. Webster. 
Hundreds of persons have searched the 
surrounding fields and timber in vain 
for some article of clothing belonging 
to the dead woman. 
~- Near the Main Road. 
The bouy is that of a woman about 25 
years old, 6 feet 4% Inches tall, and 
weighing about 140 pounds. She had 
light brown hair. The bedy was taken 
to Polo by Sheriff Delaney of Ogle 
County, for the Coroner’s inquest. 
The place where the body was found 
is only a short distance from one of 
the main traveled roads leading out of 
Dixon, and the grove on the Schorr farm 
frequently is used by picnickers. 
Nearby neighbors assert an automo- 
hile occupied by a man and two wom- 
en stopped thete two weeks ago. ‘The 
Same nutomobile was seen afterwards by 
persons farther down the road with only 
& man and one woman in it.

It’s the woman’ that pays when Death collects 
Among the mad mob, sending up fren- 
zied cheers to the birdman high above, her eyes 
are the first to see that fatal puff of smoke or 
flash of flame, and her ears thie first to hear that 
ominous sound “like the cracking of timber,” 
which seals the doom of the man who flies. Then 
comes “the brief, eternal instant’ between sky 
and earth, the angry gnashing of propeller fangs 
cutting away torn and crippled parts, a fluttering 
of canvas stripped from the frame, and after that 
—the plunge of a plummet, a thud, a crash. For 
the mob, the disaster has meant a single thrill. 
For her it has meant an aeon of hope against 
hope, a last stand against the Dread Thing she 
so long had feared, a vision of the future dark 
and lonely, the supreme and final sacrifice of 
love. | 

The guards fight back the mob and physicians 
rush to the wreck. Kind hands restrain her from 
the awful sight, while an ambulance speeds away 
in a frantic effort to hold the spark of life in that 
shapeless mass of bone and flesh until science can 
put up a futile fight against) the enemy which 
already has won. 

Then they take her away to her tryst with 
grief. The ambulance returns, the physicians 
take their places, the guards re-establish their 
broken lines and the flights go on. All is kept 
in readiness that there may be no interruption 
of the fete. Everyone is thought of and provided 
for—but her. . 

“Aviators shouldn’t have sweethearts,” said 
Arch Hoxsey, when he was a hero of the aviation 
meet in progress in St. Louis last October. Yet, 
in spite of a conviction that death would over- 
take him in flight, he kept on flying until his 
fame was world wide. At ios/Angeles in De- 
cetnber, he drove a biplane mbre than 11,000 feet 
above the earth, establishing a world’s record for 
altitude. Two days later his aeroplane collapsed 
while he was hundreds of feet in the air and 
he was: dead before the first man reached the 
tangled wreck of his machine. XY 

Hoxey’s opinion probably will be accepted as 
axiomatic by every unmarfied aviator in the 
world: As for the married airmen, there is not 
one who does not know. what his feats cost the 
woman who has given her life te him. 
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Portraits of aviators who fell to death from their aeroplanes. 


This story of woman’s sacrifice antedates. the 
aeroplane. It began with ‘the .balloon and was 
carried on through the days of dirigibles down 
to its. awful climax inthe age of heavier-than-air 
machines. 

One of the most-appalling tragedies of the air 
occurred at Paris May 12, 1902, when M. Severo, 
a Brizilian inventor, accompanied by M.-Sachet, 
an engineer, tried to drive a dirigible from the 
French capita] to Issy-les-Moulineaux, only a few 
miles away. 

The start was made at 5:30 a. m.; Madame 
Severo and other relatives following in .automo- 
biles. Hardly had the balloon got under way 
when @ column of flame shot up from ‘the fuel 
tank and the next instant the envelope exploded. 
Both men, dead or dying, fell to the earth, Seve- 
ro’s body striking only a few. feet from where 
his horrified wife sat.watching the catastrophe. 
Physicians said they believed both men were suf- 
focated by the explosion and were dead before 
reaching the earth. 

The first -woman to see her husband fall to 
death from an aeroplane was Mme. Antonio Fer- 
nandez of Nice, France. Fernandez took.up avia- 
tion as a hobby and there were several singular 
circumstances connected with his death. He was 
killed during his first flight, he was using an 
aeroplane designed and made by himself, and his 
maehine, at the time of the accident, is believed 
to have been more than 500 meters above -the 
earth. If this was true, Fernandez had established 
an altitude record for aeroplanes, although the 
present record is many times as. great. 

Fernandez made his flight Dec. 6, 1906, from an 
aerodome near the mouth of the Var, just outside 
the limits of Nice. It was observed when the ma- 
chine was being adjusted, that a certain part was 
defective. Against the advice of the mechanician 
and heedless of his wife’s protest, Fernandez 
patched up the weak part with common twine, 
stepped into the machine gnd soared into the air. 

The spectators cheered, then held their breaths 
in adnfiration and amazement as the delicate little 
planéSmounted higher and seemed about to climb 
into the clouds. Suddenly Mme.. Frenandes 
shrieked and covered her eyes. One wing of the 
plane crumpled like a bit of paper and the ma- 
chine plunged straight to the earth. like a ball 
of lead. Fernandez fell underneath his motor 
and his head was buried by the engine in the soft 

The year 1910 was a season of terror for the 
wives of aviators. The first tragedy came April 
2, at San Sebastian, Spain, when Hubert Le Bion 
was killed while circling: the ident Palace of . 
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Miromar. Le Blon had served in the aeronautic 


corps of. the French army and was a noted motor a 


car racer before taking up aviation. Prior to 


his fata] flight; he had many close‘calls in-aero- | 
planes, and Mmé. Le Blon, who was watching the ’ 
San Sebastian flight, had the greatest confidence # 
in her husband’s ability to keep his machine § 


under control. 

Le Blon, by the way, was the first aviator who 
risked his life and lost it rather than disappoint 
a large crowd which had gathered to see him 
fly. The weather was stormy and the aviator’s 


mechanicians advised him not to leave the earth | 


until the wind abated. He disregarded them, 
however, and ascended. 

He was soaring gracefully, not more than 150 
feet. above the earth, when the explosions of his 
engine stopped abruptly.. He was seen to work 
frantically for a few seconds to start the motor 
and then, when his machine began falling, to 
make a desperate effort to adjust the planes and 
bring the machine to earth: slowly. 

Then.came the horror, - The aeroplane turned 
turtle and fell swift as a meteorite to a pile of 
rocks a short distance from. shore. ‘ Le Blon fell 
on the rocks and was killed instantly, his body 
rolling into the sea. 

Mme. ‘Le Blon:was mad with grief. When the 
body was dragged from the ocean she fell upon 
it, kissed it and refused to let it be taken away 
in an ambulance. She was quieted with difficulty 
and put under the care of a physician. 

The next woman to see her husband killed by, 
an aeroplane was Mrs. Nichalos Kinet, wife of a 
Belgian aviator who fell at Brussels Aug. 4. 
Three. weeks prior to this, Kinet’s cousin, Daniel 
Kinet, had been killed in a similar manner at 
Ghent, and it was with fear and trembling that 

Kinet saw her husband ride away on the 
treacherous air. At a height of about 650 feet 
Kinet’s machine was caught In a squall. A rear 
stay wire snapped and became entangled in the 
motor, which stopped with such suddenness that 
the biplane fell sidewise to the ground. 

Mrs. Kinet feH uncongcious beside the dead 
body of her husbatd, while CKinet’s brother, 
crazed with grief, threw himself, headforemost 
into the wrecked machiné. Medical attention was 
necessary for both brother and wife. 

July 4, exactly one month before the death of 
Nicholas Kinet, Charles Wachter was killed while 
driving an Antoinette monoplane at the beginning 
ot an aviation meet at Rheims.

Of the formidaliy bacteria were administered, with 
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the same result. Finally Dr. Webb pronounceu 
the children as absolutely immune from tubercu- 
losis as is a vaccinated person from smallpox. 
The triumph was considered the more signal, be- 
cause the childrén, both of whose parents were 
tuberculous, were therefore sensitively susceptible 
to the malady. 

It ig becoming well known among layman that 
the human body is a battlefield in which billions 
of germs, hostile and protective, battle incessantly 
for mastery. On the one side are the white cor- 
puscles, the “standing army” of the system. 


which tirelessly resist the invasion of enemies. ™ ‘| 


On the other are the disease germs—typhoid. 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, erysipelas, smallpox, yel- 
low fever. But the mest dreadful of these is tuber- 
culosis. Should the white corpuscles suffer a re- 
verse, the disease germs sweep forward victori- 
ously and ravage the system. Should the white 
corpuscles prove unable to rally and should they 
be completely routed, death is the result to the 
entire body. 

Gen. Bedford Forrest, explaining his success 
in warfare, uttered the military maxim: “Git 
thar fust with the mostest men.” Dr. Webb’s 
strategy, in combating consumption, was to get 


‘there fust with an overwhelming numerical] su- 


periority of white corpuscles. | 

How could the production of white corpuscles 
be stimulated, so as to increase the body's troops 
to am unconquerable force? Dr. Webb found that 
the corpuscles normally increase 85 to 40 per cent. 
{on high altitudes, such as the Rocky Mountains, 
(hus affording relief in most cases of tuberculosis 
aod cure in nearly all instances of the first stage. 
But to obtgin results in low altitudes and in sec- 
ond and third stage cases in high altitudes, it was 
found necessary to devise an artificial means for 
recruiting the system’s corps of warriors. 

The recruiting headquarters of the white cor- 
puscles is the marrow of the bones; that is, the 
corpuscles are geperated there. It occurred to 
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Dr. Webb—and this idea is hailed by his col- 
leagues as an ipkpiration of genius—that, by the 
use of bandages, the blood could be forced at u- 
usual preasure imto the marrow and the produc- 
tion of eorpuscles abnormally stimulated. 

* The first test of his theory was made upon 
guinea pigs—the little martyrs of the laboratory 
which are slain by thousands in the cause of aci- 
ence. He applied tourniquets to their legs at stat- 
ed intervals and for regular periods, and was re- 
warded, he says, when be made blood tests, to 
find that his hypothesis was correct—the bandag- 
ing of the limbs did stimulate the production of 
white corpuscles to an enormous degree. 

The next step was the inoculation of rabbits, 
with which Dr. Webb reports he had equal suc- 
cess. Progressing towards man with his experi- 
ments, the physiclan imported six Asiatic mon- 
keys, in which he bred, by means of his bandages,

Castellane had started in an exhibition flight, 
and when he had flown a distance of three-quar- 
ters of a mile from the grounds his machine ca- 
reened, turned turtle and fell on the hillside. 

His wife witnessed his fall and rushed to 
where he lay buried beneath the wreckage of his 
engine and plane. Her grief was pitiful, and she 
was led away from the scene in a state of col- 
lapse. 

The aviator’s wife knows even better than the 
aviator what a risk he is taking. Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss. probably owes his life to the fact that his 
wife has disuaded him from attempting danger- 
ous feats. Mrs. Harry N. Atwood has declined 
to live with her husband, it is said, as long as 
he follows the profession of flying. 

Death follows the aviator from the time he 
takes his seat in the machine until] he dismounts 
at the end of a flight. The thousand and one 
accidents possible while an aeroplane is in flight 
are not the only mishaps that threaten. 

Aviators have been killed while their machines 
were rolling over the ground. Lately, also, a new 
peril has appeared—the explosion of fuel tanks 
whfle the machines are in flight. 

The recent aviation meet at Chicago cost the 
lives of William R. Badger and St. Croix John- 
stone, in spite of every possible safeguard. Badg- 
er’s ‘machine collapsed in midair. Johnstone’s 
became unmanageable and dived into Lake Michi- 
gan, the aviator being dragged down and drowned 
by his engine. His widow was not present, but 
was shocked to the verge of complete breakdown 
when told that he was dead. 

The necrology of aviation is a long, long &tory 
of broken homes, widowed women and children 
made fatherless. As a general thing [t has been 
the woman—the wife—who suffered most. Still, 
the death list grows and still the volunteers rush 
forward in numbers that increase from day to 
day. And yet the science of aviation apparently

He found a willing 
subject in a man who had come to Colorado 
Springs to be treated for an advanced case of con- 
sumption. 

To his legs, under the process of bandagin; 
which had afforded the best results in many tests. 
Dr. Webb applied tourniquets. Again the law 


' that man, physically, is closely related to the 
- lower animals, was vindicated. The pressure upon 


the legs of his patient, according to Dr. Webb, 
produced the same extraordinary increase of white 
corpuscles that had resulted in the case of the 


guinea pigs, the rabbits and the monkeys. 


The effect upon the disease was immediate, 
says the physician. The reinforced army of cor- 
puscles rallied from its previous defeats, pushed 
back the invasion of disease, slaughtered the con- 
sumption germs and devoured them. Today, ac- 
cording to Dr. Webb, the man is healthy and 
absolutely free from tuberculosis. 


The patient’s wife was also a victim of the white 
plague. Dr. Webb administered the same treat- 
ment with results equally triumphant, he re- 
ports. 

The man and woman had two children, a boy 
and a girl. They had developed tuberculosis, 
but, owing to their tainted parentage, it was pos 
sible that they also would sooner or later fall vic- 
tims to the disease, unless preventive measures 
were taken. Dr. Webb had proved in two cases, 
to his own satisfaction, that it was practicable to 
cure tuberculosis. The more important experiment 
remained as to whether his same course of ban- 
daging vrould make mankind immune to _ the 
scourge. He had already succeeded in achieving 
what seemed to be immunity in guinea pigs, rab- 
bits and monkeys. Dare he attempt the same 
experiment upon human beings? 

The parents of the children, in the confidence 
excited by their own relief, eagerly offered them 
for the test. It was possible, and indeed pro- 
bable, that they would one day contract the dis- 
ease. But .wveir very susceptibiuty to tubercu- 
losis, and their delicacy of youth, would make the 
experiment a bazardous one. 

The chilaren were rosy with the mountain air 
and in apparent good health. Suppose the test 
were to fail. Would not their young lives, their 
ruddy wholesomeness, be blasted and shriveled if 
the deadly germs, introduced into their blood, 
proved too strong for the resisting corpuscles to 
cope with? This was another thing than the in- 
jection of living bacilli into Asiatic monkeys. 
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Put Dr. Webb, with the steadfastness of a scien- 
tist with the welfare of the whole race a: heart, 
determined upon the perilous trial. The parents 
urged him on. 
plication of bandages which he had employed 
with the laboratory animals and with the adults. 
An amazing increase of 75 per cent. of white cor- 
puscles resulted, he says. : 

Next came the step which might end in tragedy. 
This was the injection of live consumption germs 
into the veins of the |[jttle tots. “The children 
themsetves knew nothing of their danger as—the 
npysician, with a hypodermic needle, sent the 
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DR. GERALD B WEBB 
frightful infusion spurting imto their veina . 
But all apprehensions proved groundless, says 
Dr. Webb. The recruited forces of the white cor- 
puscles fell upon the invaders and annihilated 
them. A larger dose of tuberculosis bacilli was 
administered. The white corpuscles, their appe- 
tites whetted by exercise, made short work of 
them. The virulence of the injection was in- 
creased, percentage by percentage, until, accord- 
ing to Dr: Webb, the systems of the children be- 
came completely immune to tuberculosis. The 
white corpuscles were so numerous and in such 
fine fettle that they were irresistible. 


But Dr. Webb was not yet satisfied. In a few 
months he employed the same treatment upon 
more than 50 children, he reports, and upon per- 
haps as many adults. At last he was ready to 
announce his “eureka.” He was convinced that, 
by the stimulation of the white corpuscles and 
a careful process of inoculation with tuberculosis 
germs, a condition of immunity to consumption 
could be attained. He gave his discovery to the 
public in a scientific paper, which he read before 
the Medical Association of Colorado.

Baseball Best Paid of Pro- 
fessions, Excepting Aviation. 


' AGNER’S salary by no means tops the 
W list, although it is probably the high- 
te est paid to any player who takes no 
part in the management “and training of the 
team. It is believed that John J. McGraw, man- 
ager of the New York Giants, derives not less 


than $25,000 annually from baseball. This in- 
ciudes his salary and a share of the profits. 


Frank LeRoy. Chance, veteran first baseman 
and “Peerless Leader” of the Chicago Cubs, prob- 
ably gets $20,000 a year. This, of course, is an 
approximation, but it appears that notKing less 
than such a salary would be an adequate reward 
for the man who built the team that took four 
National League pennants to Chicago and twice 
won the baseball championship of the world. His 
salary may be even larger than published ‘figures 
indicates, as the Cubs have the reputation of be- 
ing the highest-salaried club in the league. There 
is now some doubt on this point, however 


Fred Clarke, outfielder and manager of the Pir- 
ates, makes $20,000 a year from baseball, if we 
may believe reports. Our own Roger Bresnahan, 
on whom we are relying for a pennant in some 
happy season not far away, recently renewed 
his contract as manager of the Cardinals at a 
salary estimated at $15,000 a year. 


The rewards of playing good baseball, whether 
one is a manager or not, are greater, perhaps, 
than those of any other profession except avia- 
tion. Following Wagner on the “noncommis- 
sioned” sajary list is Tyrus Cobb of the Detroit 
Tigers. For devoting himself to baseball a few 
months in each year, he gets $9000, a salary that 
does not seem excessive when it is known that 
Cobb is the greatest allround baseball player in 
the world, and that he is only 24 years old. 

Hal Chase, manager and first baseman for the 
New York Yankees, gets $8000 a year. Pittsburg 
pays $8000 a year to Tommy Leach, an outfielder. 
Rhoderick J. Wallace gets $7500 a year as man-

These figures, it should be noted, are not exact 
in every case. It is almost impossible, except in 
the cases of such men as Cobb and Wagner, to 
ascertain what salaries are paid in baseball. Logi- 
cal deduction, however, established a conservative 
average and a well-defined minimum below which 
the figures cease to be commensurate with service 
in the major leagues. 

There is little reason for believing salaries in 
baseball] will decline. The Darwinian’ theory 
works well in baseball. Only the fit survive; 
only the fittest reach the heights. The standard 
of play consequently must go higher as’ the proc- 
ess of selection goes on, and the higher the stan- 
dard goes, the better will salaries become. 

Overproduction is hardly probable. Develop- 
ment of the nation, increase in population, the 
building of big cities where now there are only 
towns, will keep up the demand. The more play- 
ers we have, the better will the fittest be, and 
if the history of baseball in America is a reliable 
basis for prophecy, the fittest will be paid in 
direct ratjo to the increase of ability and skill.

A little more difficult is the swallow Boston, 
which is having a great vogue in the East at 
present.

foot. 

First measure—Balance left Toot. 

Second measure—Balance right foot. 
- Third measure—Step left foot to side, slide 
right across left with deep bend, and point left 
to side. 

Fourth measure—Place the weight on the left 
foot and point the right to the side, holding in 
this position for one count. 

Next four measures—Dance the regular Boston, 
beginning with the right foot. 

Then the whole movement repeats, beginning 
with the opposite foot. This dance gains its name 
from the swooping glide of one foot in front of 
the other in the third measure. 


In the realm of fancy dancing I find great 
progress being made, especially among the men, 
Prof. Chalif, with whom [I studied during most 
of the summer, brought to this country the superb 
technica) training of the Russian Imperial Ballet 
School, and has given to artistic dancing a sub- 
stance and virility which was to a-certain degree 
lacking to esthetic dancing as developed by Amer- 


ican dancing masters. 
In consequence, there is progress this year in 
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the number of ‘men who are planning to take up 
dancing and the number of dances which are 
being composed as solos for men.
